OBSERVATIONS AND EXPERIENCES OF 
PRACTICALINTEREST. 


Origitiat Notes and Frosh Clipplogs Which 
Have Beon Specially Seloctod for the In- 
telligent Parmer, 

Wo extract the following very suggestive 
thoughts from wn address made before the 
atndents of the agricultural college at Ci- 
ronooster, Eng: + 

It is sometimes foolishly onid that's little 
knowledge is a dangerous thing, but, al- 
though it {s true that farmers cannot learn 
too much of sclence, » very little knowledge 
of it indood Is » must useful acquisition, 
Thore is no other business which closely 
tolicho’ actencé in so many of hor branches 
as does ours. A complete knowledge of 
chomistry, botany, and the like, is no moro 
a knowledge of farming than is farming 9 
knowledye of chemistry, etc. For after all 
tho sciences are only lights to light us on 
our course, nnd are Very far indeed from 
being tho course itaclf, Therefore it is only 
absolutely necessary’ that we study them at 
points of contact, and in their fmmediate 
application to our daily work, and not with 
tho completeness of a! scientific student. 
Flas it not sometimes béen assumed that o 
aclence master is necessarily a farti{ny maa 
ter too, or, at any rate, has not the: inypres- 
sion obtained amongat farmers thatsomesach 
assumption was put forth by scientists, or 
yn their name? If this has not been so, may 
jt not in part account for # cértéin suspicions 
attitude of practice toward scionce, which is 
admetinies dither seen or imagined amongst 
us? There are not wanting signs, F think, 
that the agricultural education of the future 
will be somewhat more shaped on the lines 
I have indicated. But whatever be the 
course pursued in the education of future 
generations of farmers, it is certain that 


study of the soiences will have au increasing 
place init, and when at length the man ol 
practice becomes also an accomplished stu- 
dent. of the laws of nature, o trained and 
competent observer of the phenomena with 
which ho daily deals, the happy union o} 
aciénce with practice will be in tho fullest 
sonsé comonted, and the progress of both 
will be immensely accelerated. 
HORTICULTURAL NOTES, 

In a tree good roots insure a good top, 
Tho topand the roots should be in pro 
portion. 

A clayey soil suits somo varieties of straw 
berries and cane fruits, but they do nol 
ripen so earky as on a sandy loam. 

In'seloeting roses, unless ong hag eoquetnb 
ence with vabiction, Hs Jape ns well to ednd | 
an order to a relfible firm, stating the act 
ora desired and whether for bedding ot 
house, also whether ever-blooming, climbers, } 
moss roses, or perpetuals; the result is quité 
an likely to be satisfactory as if wo attempl 
to select from catalogue descriptions anc 
unfamiliar names; 

Take three pounds each of flour of sulphul 
and quicklime. Slack the lime and boi 
with the sulphur in six gallonsof water un 
til reduced to'two gallons. Allow this & 
settle, then pour off the clear liquid and 
bottle itfor use. An old iron pot will an 
swer to boil itin. A gill of this liquid, mix 
ed with five gallons of water, is an excel 
lent prevention and cure for mildew’ upor 
plant —showered upon them as soon as thi 
mildew appears. 

An Eastern orchardist prevents attacks ot 
borers as follows: White lead and raw lin 
aced oil are mixed as for ordinary outsids 
painting, though a somewhat smaller pro 
portion of the lead suffices. With | thir 
mix etiough cheap, mitierul paint and lamy 
black to imitate closely the color of tht 
bark. The young trees should be painted 
in the sprify jast'as soon as transplanted 
and every year thereafter in early May, The 
palm is applied from a little below the ‘soil 
to afoot above. In four or five years the 
bark will’ peel off after tho paint hay” bees 
napplicd. When this excoriation oecurs, il 
before July, it is best to remove what bark 
still clings and at once give another coating 
of the paint. The new bark underueath will 
be found bright and healthy, showing thal 
tho paint does no harm. 

A congenial soil is the first requisite for 
success with roses, and this is not always al 
hand. That in whith the rose delights more 
than any other is a deep, rich, héayy loam, 
moderately moist. » The robe is a gross feed- 
ér tind will at all times resont neglect. Poor 
roll will not yield good roses, No, not even 
poor ones. A liberal supply of plant food is 
absolutely necossiry, fo order to secure roses. 
The amount of flowers is proportionate te 
the growth of the plant; they will appear 
just as fast as tho wood is produced’ that 
betits thom, and the wood is produced ac 
cording to tho supply of plant food furnished. 
That is about all'the secret thero is about 
growing’ roses. 

LIVE-STOCK NOTES.

} DROWNING AOOIDENT, 


A Formor Resident of Belleville Meets a 
atery Grave, 

A telegram was received yesterday by 
‘Mr, A. BL Henry, residing in this city; an- 
nouncing the drowning on Saturday even- 
ing at Gravenhurst of Mrs. Benjamin Losee 
and child, wife of Mr, G, B. Losee, who for 
some tithe carried on business as a bleck- 
smith in this city. From the Globe the 
following facts in reference to the ead af. 
fair are gleaned ; **At about midnight on 
Saturday a party of eight persons, amunget 
whom were Mr, G. B. Losee, his wife and 
two little girls, left the towa of Graven- 
hurst in a large boat for the purpose of 
camping out. The atmosphere was rather 
thick, but the party proceeded as usual un 
tilalmost entering the Narrows. They 
heard and then saw the steamer Oriole ap- 
proaching. In the excitement of the mo 
ment the party turned their boat to the left, 
directly across the Oriole’s bow, which 
crashed through the right side of the small 
boat, cutting her nearly one third of the 
way through and precipitating the occu- 
pants of the boat into the water on either 
side of the steamer. Life preservers were 
thrown out to the struggling and drowning 
pleasure seekers,some of whom got hold of 
them, All were rescued but Mrs. Losee, 
Myra Loses, 4 girl 4 years of age, and Mrs. 
Cameron, ‘who sank never to rise again. 
The search for the bodies was continued 
until 1:30 Sanday afternoon, when the 
body of Mra, Losee was brought up, and 
shortly after the other two wore recovered. 
The water was 45 feet deep at the place 

where the bodies were found. 

The late Mrs, Losee was a daughter cf 
Mr. James Hill, who resided in this city 
for a number of years.

Ina groat many cases the cheeso 
inspected would not have body enough for 
keeping, hence psor flayor and mushy 
cheese would be the consequence,

“You remeniber that 
Capt, Lowasney of Detroit’ was supposed to 
have beer killed while engaged in blowing up 
partof London Bridge, It waa given out that 
lie wasin a boat under the bridge at the time 
of the alleged prematare explosion, But his 
body was never found There was another 
Dronin conspiracy back of poor Lomasney’s 
death, T have it from an Irish-American 


living bere that no mich explosion oocurred at 
the titne Lomasnuey was reported to have been 
killed. 

“My fiformant was at Swansea, Wales, 
wheéa he read che false reporta circulated in 
this country by the-“Tviangle’ that Lomasney 


had been killed by.avu explosion at London 
Bridge. He went atonce to London and 
found that no explosion had occurred there 


and that Lomasney had not been seen in Lén- 
don by any of the revolationists, who would 
have mothim had he bee there. I believe 
that Lomnsney never left Detroit alive, be- 
cane the Triangle had stolen the mone 
which they afterwards charged to the mythi- 
cabrniasion of, Lomasney, and his death would 
bury the proof of their guilt forever.

Before reaching Lan- 
caster he said that he would have to take the 
Toronto Lacrosse Club on at Cornwall and en- 
gaged himself seein that their berths 
were all in order. Mr, Morrison was the 
last pone be spoke toon the train. After 
this be passed toanother car and was pever 
seen alive again. Whether he fell off in 
ing from one coach to the other or was own 
off cannot, of course, be stated.

Must Not Use Their Own Boats, 

Orrawa, July 4.—Tho fishery question 

has assumed another phase as regarda the 
encroachment of American citizens in the 
territorial watere of the Dominion. 
For several years past wealthy Ameria 
can gentlemen have rented streams and 
small riversfrom the Dominion Govern 
ment in Ontario and Quebeo for fishing 
purposes, Ono Americanclub has secured the 
exclusive right of 240 square miles in Quebedq 
through whichavalaable salmon stream runs) 
another club holds a lease of 300 square 
miles of similar territory in that province. 
Those gentlemen with their frionds, spend 
several wocks each summer enjoying tha 
sport, generally taking their own steam 
yachtsaand boats with thom. It is now 
represented that itis in direct violation oa 
the fishery treaty of 1818 and subsequent 
fishery regulations, which stipulate that na 
American vessel or boat can take fish within 
three milhs of the shore or in Canadian 
waters. 

The attention of the Government here hag 
been called to the manner in which the fish- 
ing waters of the interior are being disposed 
of to United States clubs and individual 
millionaires.

The peasant proprietors can neither pay 
the money owing to the Government for 
theirland, nor even the State and commun- 
al taxes, and are flogged by hundresds for 
non-payment, ~ In one district of Novgorod, 
fifteen hundred peasants wero thus con- 
demned in 1887. Five hundred and fifty 
had already been flogged, when the inspec- 
tor interceded for the remainder. Wide- 
spread famine is found overa great part of 
the country ; usurers, the bane of peasant 
| proprietors in all countries, are in possession 
| of the situation; the Koulaks and Jew 
‘(Mireaters’ supply money on mortgage, 
thon foreclose, and when the land is in their 
possession get the work done for nothing as 
interest. These bondage laborers, as they 
are called, are in fact slaves, and are nearly 
starved, while the small pieces of land are 
often reunited into considerable estates, and 


their new owners consider they have only 
rightsand no dutiés, Meantime, as forced 


labor is at an end, and free labour is of the 
worst possible kind, the old landowners can 
get nothing done ; they have tried to employ 
machines, bought by borrowing from the 
banks, and are now unable to repay the 
money. The upper class has been ruined, 
with no advantage to the peasant, —Nine- 
teenth Century. 


THEESTANDARD'S DEEP P! OT. 


It Ruined the Fidelity Bank to Control the 
Cottonseed OL Trust, 


Crvcrsnati, July 4.—The Harper wheat 
deal and the consequent collepes of the _Fi- 
delity Bank have been traced by deteotives to 
the Standard Oil Company, which merely 
made dupes of Harper and Hopkins. The in- 
vestigation has been conducted under the 
supervision of a committee of the creditora of 
CO. J. Kershaw & Co, of Chicago, Harper's 
brokers, the creditors of Kershaw & Co. hav- 
ing, in making ‘© settlement, reserved the 
right to proceed against Kerslaw’s principals. 
They have been hunting down these principals 
end have found them in the Standard Oil 
Company. 

The Standard had tried vainly to secure 
control of the American Cottonseed O11 Trust, 
a rival which was rapidly encroaching on its 

| field. It therefore sought to smash it by ruin- 

fing its president, John Lewis of 
this city, who was a beavy speculator and 
n friend of Harper. The Standard ‘cliefs 
met Harper, Lewis and. others at dinner at 
the Queen City Club aid arranged that tho 
Fidelity Bank should bull the wheat market 
and oallonthem when money was needed, 
When Harper had bulled wheat to about 90, 
the Standard men secretly sold out through 
other brokers, broke the corner and rea 
vast profits from doing #0. They also started 
the report that the Fidelity Bank was shaky, 
and inspired the circular of June 11, 1887, in 
regard to its offairs, Thus they broke the 
bank, ruined Harpor and Lewis and gained 
control of the Cottonseed Oil Trust as a con- 
sequence. Lowis is now a broken-down hotel- 
kecper in Boston. Harpet and “Hopkins, 
knowing that they bad ruined the bank, were 
not ina position to squeal and thus the real 
principals escaped. 

The committee which obtained this inform 
ation reported at a meeting of creditors ab 
Chicago yosterday and was aythorized to com 
mence suit against the real principals, among 
whom will doubtless be H. M. Flagler and 
J. D. Rockefeller of the Standard Oil Com 
pany. An assessment of 1 per cent, on $1, 
100,000, tho amount due the creditors, has 
heen ordered,

A FALSE PRETENCE. 


The speech which Mr. S. B. Burdett, 
M.P., made before his constituents at Des- 
ronto on the 2ad inat. is summarized in 
tho local Grit organ, which says;

Was it Soggested by This Device of Gon- 
zulvo Perez, Secretary of Charles V.? 


George Parsons Lathrop writes to tho 
New York Sun: I think the original 
design from which the board for ‘Pigs 
in Clover” was copied has been dis 
covered, On pago 218 of ‘‘An Illustrat 
ed Dictionary of Words used in Art and 
Archwology,”’ by J. W. Mollet, B. A. 
will be found anengraving of an old 
representation of the labyrinth in which 
the Minotaur was confined. A tracing 
from this cut is herewith apponded, so 
thatif you reproduce it readers may 
judge for themselves, The openings in 
the covcentric walls are a -ittle differ 
ently placed, and there is an opening in 
the outer wall, Otherwise the plan of 
this labyrinth ja the same as the “Pigs 
in Clover’ puzzle. This ‘device was 
adopted by Gouzalvo Perez, a gecrotary 
of Charles V. and Philip IL, in the six- 


teenth century, With a motto from 
Isainh xxx., 15, which reads (in the BI-

Wo commend to the attention of those 
*partios who have boon urgiug the barter of 
our commercial independence for tho privi- 
lege of free trade with the United States, 
the adoption of the tariff of that country, 
and the consequent exclusion from our mar- | 
ket of the cheap goods of Earopo, the fol- 
lowing extract from the Oswego, New York, 
Palladium. The journal in question is, wo 
may add, an ardent advgcate of freo trade : 

Ata political meeting in the town of Han- 
nibal last fall, a well known Oswego county 
farmer said ; ; 

“T have o farm of 150 acres, Twenty-five 
ews ago I waa cffered $150 an acre forit. I 

ve continusd to improve it all these yoars, and 
now I can’t sell it for$75 an acre. Now I would 
like to know what the matter is.” 

In a recent interview, State Assessor 
Wood said this : 

We have visited fourtesu counties—Monroe, 
Erie, Chautauqua, Cattaraugus, Broome, Ohe- 
nosngo, Delaware, Sullivan, Franklin, Clinton, 
Essex, Washington, Warren, and Albany coun- 
ties) In ali we tind the «ame condition of affairs. 
City property is increasing in value, while farm 
ing property is growing less and less valuablo 
I cannot see any way tor it to improve, aod ia 
afew years you will see more tenant farmers | 
than anything else. [ don't seo how those insur. | 
ance companies that have advanced money will 
ever get out whole, No one wants to buy farm 
lands here They can’t get their money out of 
them. 

The depreciation of land values referred 
to by the Uswego farmer is shown by tho 
interview with Assessor Wood, to be gen- 
eral throughout theState. There is scarce- 
ly a farmer that cannot testify to the truth- 
fulness of the condition of facts referred to 
above. Whatis the cause and is there a 
remedy? These are the questions that 
farmers are now asking themselves, Under 
natural conditions agriculture should flour 
ish in this State asin noother. The farms 
are older, are being constantly improved 
and brought under a high state of cultiva- 
tion, This improvement is made necessary 
from the fact that our farmors have been 
obliged to turn their attention from stock 
raising and grain crops to gardonicg, fruit 
culture, dairying and other forms of farm 
industry. The live stock and the grain 
crops are now grown on the Western 

prairies, but there ought to be no reason 
why the Eastern farmer should not prosper, 
Unfortunately for him, however, the tax 
laws all discriminate against him. Ue is 
obliged to sell his products in an exclusive- 
ly “home market” and as our farms pro 
duce more than the people consume, ho is 
forced to take low prices for what ho sells 
Whew he takes the product of his sale and 
i to the city to buy tho necessaries of 
ife that his farm does not produce, he is 
compelled to pay the highest prices for 
everything. By a system of suicidal laws 
of trado he is prevented from selling his ox 
cess of production in other countries, He 
must sell at home; he is robbed when ho 
buys. 

The Palladium, as a freo trader,ascribes, 
a3 8 matter of couras, all the ovils which it 
depicta to that tariff which we in Oanada 
are asked to.adopt. That assertion could 
be easily disproved, and still more easy 
would it be to show the falsity of the atate- 
monts that the farmer of the United States 
is compelled to beil his surplus proudcts at 
home and “to pay the highest prices for 
everything.” Why, ove of tho stock argu 
ments of our faddiste is that the fad would 
give us tho cheapest good in many lines 
and machinery — particularly agricultural! 
machinery—in the Anothor of 
their favorite arguments is that our manu- 
facturors would find a large market —a 
market of 65,000,000 people 
ious to purchase articles of Canadian man- 
ufacture.

FISHERMEN’S OUTFITS. 


| FEW HINTS ON THE KIND OF TACKLE 
THAT ANGLERS SHOULD USE, 


| The Pot-Visher, the Hait-Caster, and the 
Fly-Fishor, and Tholr Different Charac- 


teristios. 


The pot-tisher, says the Chicago T7'ri- 
bune, is an object of horror to the genu- 
' ine angler of to-day. He is astiff-neck- 
ed citizen who 
clings to the tradi- 
tions of his fathers, 
and will have none 
of “little rods'’ and 
‘“new-fangled con- 
trivances.’’ He uses 
along, stiff rod of 
cane bamboo, a 
stout lincn line, a 
large hook, and a 
bait big enough to 
scire a fish out of 
countenance.”” He 
can get along rod 
for 165 to 75 cents, 
and the rust of his 
tackle for 25 cents 
more. If he rises 
to the dignity of a 
reel he will expend 
a dollar or so, per- 
haps. 

The bait-casters 
are proud, stiff-necked people in their 
way. ‘They represent great and grow- 

, ing class, and draw their numbers large- 
ly from the middle classes of practical 
business life. The bait-casters rod is 
simply a sling to propel the bait out to 
the distant fish without alarming it by 
; any warning splash or ripple, or even 
by ashadow on the water. His reel is 
n beautiful piece of mechanism, running 
lightly and freely to allow the long line 
to roll out without bitch or hindrance, 
and multiplying four times*to one turn 
of the crank in orderto recover the bait 
swiftly after the cast has been made. 
| The casting rod has gradually grown 
shorter and stiffer in late years, ag it has 
become more and more apparent that 
those qualities werq essential for the

No, 2 is smaller than No, 1, No. 1-O fn 
larger than No, 1, Some anglers use the 
largest size, No, 6-0. No. 5-O is better; 
No. 4-0 is quite large enough for any 
ordinary bass fishing; and the angler 
should use 4.0, 8 O, and so on down to 
even Nos, land 2, ac cording to the aver: 
age size of the fish he is taking. For 
small bass, croppies, etc., No. 8 will not 
be too small. After that he will have to 
go into the single suelled hooks, and can 
get thom smaller and smaller down to 
the tinlest trout hook. 

In spoon hooks there is a variety of 
models, The silver-plated spoons cost 
50 cents each; the nickel-plated ones cost 
about half that. The anglers should be 
caroful not to use too large a spoon, but 
should stick to the smaller sizes, increas- 
ing with the size of the fish sought af- 
ter. 

The best muskallonge rod ig a solid 
lancowood in three pieces. It is eight 
feet in length and weighs ten and one- 
half ounces. The butt-plece, on which 
the reel is attached above the band as In 
the casting-rod, is only seventeen Inches 
long, the other two pieces being longer 
and of equal length. The butt-ferufe is 
sunk deep, #0 that the rod is in no dan- 
ger of breaking under the great strain it 
has to bear, There are guides on each 
side of this rod, because it is used in 
trolling and 80 is apt to get warped un- 
less occasionally reversed. The proper 
reel for muskallonge fishing is a No. 2, 
double multiplyi ing. This costs from 
$2.50 to $12, and the rod $6.50. It will 
take about $2 to get the line—75 to 100 
yards No, E raw silk or a braided silk 
soaked in oll—the spoon will increase 
the muskallonge bill by 50 cents, and 
more than one spoon should be taken 
along. 

The fly fishermen make the last class 
of anglers. They are also a proud and 
haughty race, though not a numerous 
one here. The beginner at fly fishing 
can buy an as hand lancewood fly rod for 
50 cents. He can get a solid laneewood 
rod for $2.10, and from that on up to 88+ 
The latter price will get him a fine rod, 
which willalways be true to him and 
worthy of his confidence. A greenheart 
fly rod js a trifle heavier, but good. It 
will cost from 88 up. The best of all fly 
rods, however, still remains the split 
bamboo. A good split bamboo fly rod 
formerly cost $25 to $30, and that not 
more than five years ago. To-day you 
can get areally good one for $7.50. 

The fly-fisher's reelis a click, ora 
combination reel, and he can Pry from 
60 cents up to 88 or $10 forit. The reel 
in fly-fishing is seated below the hand- 
piece, at the butt of the rod,so as to give 
it balance, and to be handy to the left 
hand in drawing off the line in a cast. 

The fly-tisher’s line is altogether dif- 
ferent from the bait-caster's, and is more 
expensive. Itis at least thirty yards 
long, and isa waterproof braided silk, 
round and true, tapered down fine atthe 
casting end, and enameled perfectly to 
a slip nicely through after the dancing 

Such a line will cost from $2.50 to

for from 50 cents to $2 a dozen. Bass 
flies can be hought for $1 to $2.50 a dozen. 
Bass files for this region shoujd be tied 
on No. 1, 1-0, or I-O hooks. rout flies 
run about as follows: For the large 
Rangeley lake trout district, No. 1; for 
Maine waters, Nos. 6 and 8; for ‘Ohio 
and Pennsylvania, Nos. 10 and 12, small;

The pot-fisher can got his outfit for 15 
cents up to 8 The bait-caster can go 
fishing for 26 to $80 or $40, according to 
his wealth.

Board at most of tho lnke hotels 
cost about $2 a day, or $10 a week, in- 
cluding the use of a boat. A tent life is 
much cheaper, Life in & camp costs

on is made by one George A Stew- 

art, in tho Spirit of the Times, who thinks 
thet $5,000 should bs» posted with every 
chall If the N. ¥. Y. C aro after 
money Tet them say #0, and doubtless some- 
body in England can bs fonnd williog to gratify 
them. Capt Cathbert, of Belleville, one of the 
greatest yacht builders in the world, taking his 
circumstances and surroundiags into considera. 
ton, made two attempts to wrest the cup from 
the New Yorkers, one with the Cuntess of 
Dufferin and the othrr with the Ats'anta, and 
failed. Did these wonderful gentlemen ofthe New 
York Yacht Club ovnsider the pluckine:s of the 
attempt, and that the Canadians came as near 
winning as anybody else? Nota bitofit. On 
the contrary, in their sup*rciliousness, they re- 
solved to shut them off as far as lad in their 
power, and passed a resolution to the effect that 
a challenge stiould henceforth only bs consider- 
ed that omanated from a yacht clob enjoying an 
open or sea port Such is the way that these 
“sportamen of New York" encourage the sport | 
of which they profess to be devotees. And now, 
forsooth, they think that they have been vexs- 
tinusly treated by Lord Donrayen, and would 
like with futors challengss a deposit of $5,000 
as a guarantos of good faith. A John L, Sulli 
van and a Jake Kilirain would not ask any more.” 

Our opinion of the majority of the Now 
York Yacht Club, as sportemen, is not very 
high ; but that they would adopt tho sug- 
gestion of Mr. Geo, Stewart, of Boston, we 
cannot belicve. 

That their desire is, and that their prac 
tice has been, to have tho ‘cards stacked” 
in their favor in every contest, has been 
proved. In the contest of 1870 they forced 
Mr. Ashbury’s Cambria to sail against a 
fleet. In 1871 they chose tho opponont of 
Mr, Ashbury’s Livonia on the morning of 
@ach raco. In 1876 and 1881 thoy pitted 
larger vessels against Capt. Cuthbort's 
Countess of Dufferin and Atalanta; but these 
wore tho fairest races that have beon sailed 
for the cup. In 1881 or early in 1882, 
after the Atalanta’s defeat, they altered 
tho conditions—not by resolution as stated 

by our contemporary, but by returning the

CANADIAN CARS, 


The Solicitor of the U.8. Treasury Favors 
Their Admission Without uty. 


New York, July 6.—A Washington des- 
patch to Tho Herald says the Solicitor of 
the Trensury is in favor of allowing Cana- 
dian cars to enter the country loaded with- 
out paying custom duties, provided proper 
guarantees are given that they will be re- 
turned empty. He believes in collecting 
duty on those cars which are used in 
American traflic and go back acrosd the 
Canadian border loaded. They would prob- 
ably bo clasyod as carriagos, which are 
assessed at 35 por cent. ad valorem. 

Gen. Batcheller, Assistant Seoretary of 
‘the Treasury, said yesterday hoe was not 
especially familiar with the question, and 
did not know whether he should. approve 
the Solicitor’s findiugs or not. ‘The Solici- 
tor is a pronounced advocate of protecting 
American interests in every poms manner. 
He sympathbises with those American rail- 
roads which hopo by tho assistance of 
customs regulations to divert much of the 
traffic, which now goes over Canadian lines 
to themsclves. There ar: grave phases of 
the matter, which have probably not. been 
fully weighed by the Solicitor of the Treax 
ury in considering the purely logal points of 
the case, It is understood the attention o 
Aasistant Sceretary Bat hellor will be direct- 
ed to them with sufficient force so that he 
may at least act with full knowlodge. 


The Alton's Proposed Reduction, 

Cutcaco, July 6:—It developed to-day 
tbat the Chicago and Alton's proposed re- 
duction in rates from Kansas City to Chicago 
applies not only to cattle but to other com- 
moditics, ‘Lhe idea is to make the rate on 
cattle 22 cent + hundred instead of 274 
cents as at prosent, on dressed beef 234 in- 
stead of 28, on packing “house produc ts 19 
instead of 20, on live hogs 18 instead of 25 
j Alton also proposes to reduce tlie mini- 
mum car load weights by 1000 pounds on 
cattle and 2000 pounds on sheep.

The N.¥. Republican Orcan onthe Behring 
Sea and Pisherics Questions. 


New York, July 7.—The Tribune (Ad- 
ministration organ) says editorially to-day; 
The important announcement is made by a 
London journal that an understanding has 
been reached between the American and 
British Governments by which the danger 
of a collision of nayal forces in Behring Sea 
during the present season will be averted. 
As tho British Minister at Washington has 
taken a special intereat in this question, 
and as the State Department is believed to 
have exchanged communications with him 
before tho sailing of the revenue cutters, itis 
possible that a temporary adjustment of the 
controversy has been arranged. It is not 
probable that there has been final action by 
the State Department while the report of a 
Senatorial committeo is pending. The pro- 
tection of the Behring Sea fisheries is one of 
a series of questions which may properly bo 
included in a gencral commercial treaty with 
Great Britain, Whether the conditions are 
favorable for the negotiation of such aconven- 
tion is a point which Secretary Blaine may 
be trusted to determine. The British Min- 
ister undoubtedly would be well pleased to 
undertake the setQement of all outstanding 
questions at issue between the two Govern- 
ments ; oud if the Camadians were moderate 
in their demands it might be practicable to 
settle the North Atlantic fisheries troubles 
along with the disputed Behring Sea juris- 
diction and other commercial matters, But 
the Canadians are not disposed to be reason- 
able and hence the negotiation of such an 
omnibus treaty would probably be pro- 
mature at present. We have no doubt that 
It will come in time, and if American rights 
are neithor compromised nor surrendered it 
will be of lasting benefit to all branches of 
the English-speaking race.

ENCOURAGEMENT TU THIEVES. 


Tho fact that the ‘‘rocond hand” or 
“junk” shops in Belleville afford, owing 
to the laxity of their managoment, a direct 
incentive to juvenile thieves to steal, and 
violate the eighth comman misty isa faob 
that is known to all, and moro particularly 
to the police and our police commissioners. 

A caso in point is here given ; 

It was suspected that a boy had stolen 
sundry articles which were supposed to have 
been sold to a second-hand dealer. A por- 
tion of the stolen articles were found at 
Sanford’s second-hand storo, but the pro- 
prietor of the store refusod te give them up, 
although ho was told they were stolen, or 
to tell what other articlos he had bought 
from the same boy on the same occasion. 
Consequently, he was thereafter no botter 
than an accomplice of a thief. 

The law provides (Revised Statutes of 
Ontario, chapter 184, sec, 436): 


Tho boar! of commi:sioners of police shall, ia 
all cities, License and regulate second hand stores 
aod junk stores * * * and for such purposes 
shall pass by-laws and enfore the same in the 
manner and to the extent in which any by-law 
to be passed under the authority of this Act 
may be enforced, * 


Bolleville is « city ; the law is mandatory, 
it says tho commissioners shall license and 
regulate second hand stores and junk stores 
by by law; but the commissioners have 
never passed a by-law on the subjuct,as the 
Jaw directs, In past years Chief McKin- 
non urged the regulation of the shops in 
question, but, as we have said, the Com. 
missioners, whose personnel has been 
changed only in the change in the Mayoral- 
ty, have passed the matter by. 

The number of second hand shops is in- 
creasing steadily, and their charactor is not 
improving. We, therefore, warn the Com- 
missioners that public opinion will hold 
them responsible for all tho évils which 
may result from their failure to porform 
their duty in this connection,

Kilrain, when he appeared, was greeted 
with applause, but wore @ very serious 
gir, os if fully realizing the work before 
him. As Sullivan jumped into the ring the 
cheers were deafening. He looked in marked 
contrast to Kilrain, seeming to be perleculy at 
his case regarding the result, After ho was 
agreed upon as referee, Fitzpatrick said he was 
not very familiar with the rules. He decided 
that the thirty seconds betwoen the rounds 
should commence from the. time the 
man falls. Mitchell examined the spikes in 
Sullivan's shoes, Cleary doing the same to Kil- 
rain. F 

Both men being stripped there was apparent 
to everyoue present Sullivan's great superiorit 
over his antagonist in the matter of size an 
devolopiient. 

At 10.10 the principala and seconds ad- 
vanged to the centre of the ring and formed a 
Maltese crows in gi aking banda, the latter re- 
tiring outside tbl ropes and the principals to 
their reapective corners. Atthe call of time 


Kilrain and Sullivan advanced to 
the centre of the ring, tho  Intter 
wearing o confident smile’ and Kilrain 


looking serious, and the great battle for the 
Wild « Championsbin her aen or With natare’s 
own weapons, Under London prize cing rales, 
Théte isno limit ax to weight when the 
struggle is for the heavyweight pugilistic 
premiership; yot the mon were very 
evenly matclied in every respect. Kilrain 
stands 5 fect 114 inches in height, woighs, 
when trained, 195 pounds, and is four months 
Sullivan's junior, The “Boston Boy” ‘weighs 
200 pounds trained, and stands 6 teet 104 inches 
hich in bia stockings No two men more 
evenly matohud ever fought for the champion: 
ship of the world. 

When the Boston Boy vaulted over the ropes 
and faced bis ambitious foe Lis second displayed 
in his corner the sqawe colors Sullivan 
used when hie fought Paddy Ryan and also in 
his encounter with Mitchell in Vrance, He 
flonts the American flag with his own initials 
alanting from the left upper corner downward, 
asbamrockin the left corner and an Irish 
harp in the opposite corier, ‘This gay com- 
mingling of the Irish and. American nover 
faila to fetoh the crowd, and it waa shrewd 
policy, whethor it originated with Sullivan or 
any of his backers, to udopt such a device! 

Kilrain’s colors were even more chnspicuous, 
In the contre isa portrait of, the pugiliat him- 
solf in fighting trim and attitude. The left 
upper corner contains the American flag 
and the opposite’ corner has the ogat of arms 
of the State of Maryland. ho , lower 
Corners § §Jayo an Trish harp = and 
a shicld Of stars and atripes. Just 
beléw the portrait isan eagle with outspread 
wings, bearing the trophy in its beak.

Both men were hurried- 
ly conveyed to the train by their friends and 
given attention. Sullivan's condition was su- 
porior to Kilrain’s, the Intter looking as if he 
had been over-trained, At no time excepting 
when Sullivan's stomach gave evidence of 
wealcness was there a doubt as to the final re- 
sult of the fight.

Wo read that the foreigner, on coming to 
this country, is aniazed at the relation of 
the American mother and daughter, the at- 
titude of the latter being so ontirely diferent 
from that he has seeu jn any other civilized 
land, writes Felicia’ Holt ‘In the Ladies’ 
Home Journal. If we have 
bidered the subject before, we look about us 
and sce that the chargé is truc, for neith® 
in our homes nor in those of our friends do 
we find that the American girl regards hor 


never con 


mothor’s word ag the ultimatum; to be quite 
fair, we sre obliged to acknowledge that the 
opposite is the case, and when we moot 
@ daughter dotirely ofediont, deforring to 
her parent and, above all, reverencing her 
opinion, we are conscious of a feeling of 
surprise, In the average Amorican home 
the mother, preforce, remains in the back- 
ground, the ambitious and educated daugh- 
tor bringing a now atmosphoro about her 
Which intimidates and often opprosses the 
lesa educated parent to such a degree that 
she usually retires from the drawing-room 
into her own, private room, where a alip of 
grammar is not a serious matter and tho 
conversation consists of somo lighter’ topic 
than evolution and the poetry of Browning. 

In tho home of fashion and culture the 
mother has ber set of acqdaintances and par- 
ticular fads and is often so wearied with tho 
demands upon her time as to leave little or 
no leisure to look with tlose attention upon 
the coming and golng of her young daugh- 
tor. : 
She, poor child, bas ‘made her debut and 
has been launched into the gay world by a 
grand ball; cards have been sent to all desir- 
able people, wealth and social distinctiox 
have united in making ,her welcome to the 
sharo in the great scramble called ‘‘society,” 
and now alie is left to do her best, to hold 
her own, for she wil mect many who in 


their eagernces for the racé will push and” 


jostle her hitherto innocent notion out of 
sight, and teach her that all is fair in the 
social war, where victory implies » rich mar- 
riage or such prestige as will open doors 
closed but to the favored fow, 

‘Havo I over heard of that detestable 
ereature-callod the maneuvering mother ?” 

O, yes, and I astonish my interlocutor by 
replying: ‘I respect her more that the caro- 
less mother, for the maneuverer betrays an 
interest and care for her young, and in a 
measure looks out for her welfare and com- 
pela the child to teel that she is still held 
accountable to some specified authority. 
My young countrywoman, fecling that she 
is her own mistress and a law unto herself, 
steps out with the freedom of a rapid pacor 
who, being free of chook-rein, gota off tho 
track before he knows it and when ‘tite 
is called is with his jockey quite out of 
hearing.”

Hatirax, July 0.—It is reported that the 
Mackoy-Bennett and French Cable Com- 
panies amalgamated, and will be 
operated in ition to the “cable pool!” 
The Brench land Hoes from Louisburg to 
Sydnoy have been dismantled, and a new 
cablo laid from off Louisburg to Canso, where 
both cables are now operated from the 
Mackey-Bennott cable station.

Mr. Abbott's commission authorizes him to 
deal with questions of trade and tariff as well 
as with direct steamship communication with 
Canada and cable connecti ; 
Inannolncing Mr. ‘Abbotts appointment 
The Gazette says: The mission, i will be 
observed, is a highly important one, and coul 
not possibly be entrusted to botter hands, 
The ‘elements of o Iarge and _pro- 
fitable trado already oxist. At 
presend steamship communication is 
established between San Francisco, New Zea- 
land and New South Wales, but anticipating 
closer relationship with Cauada, the Govern- 
ments of these two Australian colonies have 
renewed the mail contracts to San Francisco 
for a year only, in order that advantage may 
uickly be taken of the new route via 
ritiah Columbia.

A Large Oity, 

If any one were to walk one wey thr uxh 
all the streets of London, he would 
obliged to go a distance of two thousand 
six hundred miles, or as far asit is across 
the American vontinent from New York to 
Sau Francisoo, This will give gn idea of 
what would have to be done in order to see 
even tho greater part of London. 

In our approach to this city, as woll as 
in othor rambles through its stroste, we 
shall not be struck ao much by its splendid 
and imposing appearance as by ite immea- 
‘ity. Go whore you may, there seems to 
be no ond to the town. It is feurteon 
miles ono way, and eight miles the other, 
and contains & population of nearly four 
miliion people, which is greater, indwd 
than that of Switzerland or the kingdois of 
Denmark and Greece combined. Wo are 
told on good authority that thora are more 
Scotchmen in London than in Edinburgh, 
more lrishoeu than in Dablin, and more 
Jows than ip Palestine, wita forvigavrs 
froin all parts of the world, including a 
great number of Americans. Yet there 
are so many Englishmen in London, that 
one is not likely to notice the presonce of 
these people of other nations. 

This vast body of citizens, some so rich 
that they never can count their money, 
and some so poor that they nevor have any 
to count, eat every year four hundred 
thousund oxen, one and a half milion 
shoep, eight million chickens and game 
birds, not to speak of calves, hoga, and 
different kinds of fish. They consuwe live 
hundred million oysters, which, although 
it seoms like a larga number, would only 
give, if equally divided among all t e 
people, one oyster every third day to cech 
erson, There are threo hundrel thour- 
nd servants in London, onough pe. ple to 
make a large city; but as this gives only 
one servant to each dozen citizens, it is 
quite evident thata great many of the 
povup'e mus: wait on themsclres. Things 
aro very unequally divided in London; 
and | have no.doubt that instead of there 
being one servant to twelve persons some 
of the rich lords and ladies have twelve 
servants apiece.—From ** King London,” 
by Frank R. Stockton, in St. Nicholas.

ROOM FOR MORE, 


As por our promise a few days ago, wo 
now find room for further information, to 
those who complain of tho party press (par- 
ticularly our friend “'the chairman”), upon 
tho subjoct of the Jesuits’ Estates Act, as 
given by those now agitating tho subject, 

It will, we are sure, be gratifying to our 
Grit and Liberal friends to know from such 
an authority as the Rev. Dr. Campboll, 
whonrmany of our readers heard when in 
Belleville a short time since, that the Pro- 
testants of Quebeo “had no particular 
ground for grievance until 1885," the period 
when the Rouge-Grit party sécured control 
of the affairs of the province, upon the 
**race and revenge" cry. Every Conserva- 
tive in Ontario will rejoice to learn from 
such an authority that during the time the 
Province of Quebec was under the contro] 
of the French Bleus that the Protostants of 
that province ‘had no particular ground for 
grievance,” and that it was not until “the 
**Premicr (Mercier) of Quebec played a 
“moat wicked role in 1885" that cause for 
complaint began, So says the Roy. Mr. 
Campbell. Let us inall sincerity hope that 
such evidence will be sufficient to show to 
our Conservative friends in Ontario that 
they and their fellow Canadians areindebt- 
ed for all the concessions made and 
trouble which has followed, to the Lib- 
erals of Quebec, and not to those 
with whom they have been acting for tho 
past quarter of a century. Here is the 
speech of the Rey. Mr. Campbell, delivered 
in Ottawa ata public meeting on the 9th 

July inst. The italics are ours : 


“He said the formation of an Equal Rights 
tion must necessarily be a very serious 
matter, He combatted the charge that the gen- 
tlemen organizing the association had any poli- 
tics in their minds, fis experience with the 
Roman Catholic clergy and the French-Oanadian 
people had led him to respect both. In anawer 
& the question, Why action in the Provinces «f 
Quebec Had not been ts ken soone: ? he would aay 
Hatin a mixed community it was ne ccssary to go 
ona principle of giveand take, and until 1885 they 
had no particular ground Jor grievance. The 
Ministerial Association sent down s protest at 
thé time Mr, Mercior proposed to incorporate 
the Jesuits, and they were termed impertinent 
meddlers, He wished it to be understood that 
itwasthe Presbytery of Montreal which first 
started this movement, Again, until we read 
the bill we had no idea of its phraseology, and 
during its progress through the (laebeo Legisla 
tare even tho geatlemen of the preas were not 
allowed to have a copy. He thought the Premier 
of Quebec played a most wicked role in LS 16, wheu 
he made # corner stoue for his national party ont 
of an appeal to the pacsions of his fellow coun 
trymen. No man could deny that Sir Jobn 
showed fine maniiness in carrying out the sen 
tence on Riel. (Applause) All honor to him 
forit Bat he wished God had given him grace 
to continue, There would be nothing to gain by 
pulling out Sir John and putting the other party 
in. Every one knows that the greatest ul in this 
matter was perpetrated by the Liberal party. Mr, 
Mercier was the origin of the trouble, Keterring 
to the Jesuits he said, that while Protestants 
were ashamed of the batcheries perpetrated in 
tho past, the Jesuits ware the same as ayer, and 
would burn heretics t day if they had the chance, 
Again, the Jesuits of Canada hw laid the cause 
of the row in 1885 and the cause of this present 
row. 


These are good and sound utterances and 
moet the approval of Liberals, and wo know 
thoy will be heartily ondorsed by the Con- 
servatives. Let us hope 
that thoy will open the eyes of honest Re- 
formers (particularly our friend the chair-

In Regard to Lientenant.Governors’ 
Oaths, 


Provistons of the J} N. A. Act Inthe Matter 

‘There aro a good many wild assertions 
now boing used by people in Montreal and 
elaewherd who are wndeavoring to make a 
point ugainest tho Domibioa Governmentin 
the Jesuits’ estates matter, and amongst 
othors is on9 statemont that should oortain- 
ly not be allowed to go further without tho 
most emphatic contradiction. It has boen 
sot forth ina number of Grit nowapapors, on 
tho hustings and even on the floors of ghurch 
synods, that the oath of allegiaiicd kdmin- 
istered to Lieutenant Governors was modi 
fied to meet the’ religious scruples of 
Hon. Mr. Messon when entering upon 
the office in this province, This most 
untruthful atatomont has been made to do 
duty in every anti Jesuit gathering that 
has taken place in this cily aince the opon- 
ing of the present campaign, and has been 
glibly referred to by tho agitators in ques- 
tion as couyincing proof thatthe policy of 
the ruliog party in the Dominion was to 
“trucklo"’ to French nationalism and the 
Roman Catholic Church. The following 
brief facts will show how easily peoplo can 
be led astray, and also how necessary it is 
for politicians, and even sincere divines, to 
acquaint themselves with the roal facts of a 
cas before violently pronouncing upon a 
question, the details of which they com, 
plotely ignore. It must be understood in 
the first place, that the charge just referrod 
to has beon brought aquarely. against the 
Dominion Government; but what will 
these gentlemen say when ft is cloarly prov- 
ed that neither the Dominion Government 
or Parliament has any right, according to 
the B.N.A. Act, to change or modify tho 
oath taken by a Lieutenant-Governor of a 
Oanadian province? Section 61 of the B. 
N.A. Act provides as follows : 

Every Lieutenant-Governor shall before 
assuming the duties of his office, make and 
subscribe before ‘the Govornor-Geveral or 
some person authoriz:d by him, oaths of 
allogiance and oftice similar to those taken 
by the Governor-General. 

Now io the Queen's instructions to the 
Governor-Gororal of Canada of date 5th 
October, 1878, we read : 

Aud we do farther doclare our pleaauro 
to be that our ssid Governor.-Goneral and 
eyory other oflicor appointed to administer 
the goverument of our said Dominion shall 
take the oath of allegiance in the form pro- 
vided by an Act passed im the session hold- 
en in the thirty-firet and thirty-second 
years of our reign, intituled : “Aw Act to 
amond the lawrolating to promissory oaths,” 
and Jikewise that he or they shall tako the 
usual oath for the due execution of the of- 
tice of our Govornor.General in and over 
our said Dominion, and for the due andim 
partial administration of justice. 

It will, thereforo, be seen that instead of 
the oath in question boing prescribed by 
the Dominion Government the credit should 
go to the Impérial Parliment, such Act be- 
ing entitled: **An Act toamend the law re- 
lating to promissory oaths,” which readn as 
follows ; 

Wheroas itis expedient to amend tho 
law relating to promissory oaths ; be it en- 
aotod by the Queon’s most oxco)lont Majou 
ty by and with thoadvico und consent of 
the Lords, spiritual and temporal,and Com 
mone in this prosout Parliament assembled 
and by tho authority of the aameas follows 

1. ‘This Act may be cited for all purposes 
as ‘* Tho Promissory Oaths Act, 1868,” 

2. The oath in this Act referred to as the 
oath of allegiance shall be in tho form fol 
lowing, that is to say: I, , do swear 
that 1 will bo faithful and bear true allog 
iance to her Majeaty Queen Victoria, her 
heirs and successors according to law, so 
help me God. 

The above measure wasassented to by no 
othorthan her Majuaty the Queen of Eogland 
on the SlecJuly 1868, and was the samo 
oath taken by the Hon, Mr. Masson when 
that gentloroan became Lieutenant-Govern 
or of the Province of Quebec in 1884, 
Empire .

Within the 
period referred to the managera of Lead Truat, 
who are also tho mannagera of the Stand- 
ard Oil Trost, have absorbed the white-lead 
ean panies in Philadelphia, two in 8t. Louis— 
the Collier and the Southern—and the At- 
lnutic Milla in Beooklyn. For each of these 
they hove iwued new certificates, and in- 
éreaned their capital stock to the amound rep- 
resented by the addition of these new cartifi- 
datos, but it seemed imoredible that those five 
or #iX companies were worth $50,000,000 or 
anywhere noar it, This was o puzzler to 
Wall-streot, and there was a rush to dispose of 
tliese certificates Ly those who had been specu- 
Inting in them. This forced the price dewn 
and made Lead Trusts very weak and shaky. 

Tho registrar of the Sugar Trust sent word 
that thistrust liad iasned 498,565 certificates, 
representing « capitalisation of $49,856,500, 
Theso securities, however, are selling at more 
than par, closing yesterday at 115.25, making 
the mérket value nearly $8,000,000 more, 
This, ordinarily, would seem ao pretty large 
Capitalisation, but it looka small compared 
With its youngersister, Che Lead Trust. 

The third trustin poinc of capital was the 
Cotton-O;) Trost, which reported 421,852 cor- 
tificates ontstanding, equal toa capitalisation 
of $42,185,200, Cotton-Oil certificates, how- 
éver, have been dealt in for several years, and 
those who operated in them knew already 
pretty well the condition of this trust, 

Then came that new-fangled trust with tho 
high-sounding title of the Dealers and Cattle- 
Feeders’ Trust, which claims to control nearly 
all the distilleries north of the Ohio River, and 
the certificates of which have only been deals 
in for two or three weeks. This trust reported 
$07,206 ontstanding certificates, which repre- 
sonted a capitalisation of $30,726,600, enor- 
mous of itself, but a bagatelle alongside such 
kigantic concerns as those already mentioned, 

Last of all camo the American Cattle Trust, 
h comparatively mofest affair, with only 133,- 
OGL certificates, or a capitalisation of $13,396,- 
100, but which, however, may soon myster- 
jously creep up like some of the others. 

The Standard Oil Trust, which isthe parent 
of all these monopolistic inatitutions, has 
never applied to the Stock Exchange to have. 
its certificates dealt in. The managera were 
too sly for that, as this is the pet truse of all, 
and it goes on making itewmillions for the in- 
siders who propose to continue reaping the 
benefit of all its dividends, and keeping the 
outside public in the dark as to what they are 
making or dome. The following table will 
show at a glance the numberof certificates of 
each of the five trusts and the amount of the 
capitalisation at par: :

groat schemes, remains to be soon. Tht 
new ‘‘ process”! is said to be endorsed by t 
leading firm, operating both in England and 
Scotland, but the modus operandi is a pro 
found secret. ‘The following is a commen!

porary ;

The New Lenguc’s Virst Business. 

New York, July 14.-—In his London 
cable to The New York Tribune of Sunday 
Mr. Smalley says: The best account which 
I have seen of the new Tenants’ Defence 
League says it is not intended to supersede 
the National League, but will relieve the 
latter of its purely agrarian work. The 
National League remains at the head of the 
national movement, but the battle against 
the landlords will be fought by this new 
organization, “Our first business,” says 
Mr. O'Brien, ‘‘will be to raise a vast fund.” 
There you get at once to the root of the 
matter. ‘Everything will be strictly legal,” 
say both Mr, ny Brien and Mr. Davitt, who 
perbaps aré not the best judges of what is 
strictly legal; nor yetis Mr. Sexton, who 
framed the new constitution. Mr. Parnell 
for once is at one with. all the 
most extreme men on his | side; 
at loast, they soy that he is, 
Mr. Parnell himself has not yet been 
heard from. They add humorously : ‘*We 
have taken Mr. Balfours advice.” ‘If I 
wore an Irish tewant I would combine,” 
said Mr. Balfour, perhaps incautiously. 
* With such combinations,” added he, more 
loosely than usual, ‘the Government have 
no more concern in Ireland than they have 
in Great Britain.'’ When he begins. to 
prosecute the murderers of the new league, 
these words will be flung in his face, He 
will then explain that he meant that the 
Government would have no concern with 
either while either kept within the law. 
But the explanation will be little regarded. 
The original words will be quoted again 
and again, and will never be forgotten, nor 
will ho ever quite relieve hiinself from the 
chargé of partiality to the landlords. 

The Unionists regard this new movement 
as a confession that the old one is a failure, 
that the Plan of Campaign has broken down, 
that the National League can no longer hold 
the farmers or enforce its edicts against 
taking evicted farms, and that Mr. Parnell 
despuirs of England, will not wait for the 
general election and does not believe it will 
give him a majority whenit comes. They 
do not quite see how the new league can in- 
duce prosperous farmers—and the farmers 
are now prospering all over Ireland—to risk 
their sure gains in this now adventure, legal 
or illegal, or in the énd it must come to the 
question whether they will pay rent or go, 

Sir Charles Russell's threat of withdrawal 
from the Parnell Commission may or may 
not be acted on. Tho pretext for yoster- 
day's rather dramatic scene was the refusal 
of the court to order the production of the 
books of the Irish Loyal and Patriotio 
Union, Whether the judges were right or 
wrong is a point not important enough to 
justify so grave a decision. If Mr. Parnell, 
who gave Sir Charles his instructions, per- 
pists, his object will be clear, He means to 
discredit the tribunal. He may succeed in 
Ireland, perhaps in America, but not in 
England.

Bananas, 

The bert place for a banana walk isa valley 
or hillside having ® western prospect. The 
large leaves attract the dew and in the early 
morningsa patch of bananas looks as if it 
were encrusted with diamonds. These 
dropsof dew are soon evaporated by the 
morpving suo, but if the trees are shaded the 
plant absorbs most of the moisture. 

The bunches of bananas are packed be- 
tween Jayors of “trash,” and on being un 
loaded from thedrays are sorted into ‘‘nines,”’ 
“eights,” ete. ; that is to say, into “hand 
bunches” of those numbers. A “hand” of 
bananas is one of the small portions that go 
to make up a bunch. 

Bananas aro paid for with ready money on 
the beach, according to the number of 
“hands” and tho time of year In January, 
February and March they cost from 12 to 
18.contanbunch; inApril, May and Junothey 
cout from48to72 ents. Inagood yearabunch 
of bananas costs 4 cents to land at the beach, 
all expenses included. The planter has the 
risks, however, A hurricane will inan hour 
destroy overy tree, and for that year is, of 
course, a dead loss.

MORE RELIABLE TESTIMONY. 


We havo shown, in previous issues, by 
official reports of state officials, that there 
is no market in the United States for our 
farm products, and that the ‘‘natural mar- 
ket” assertion of our commercial union fad- 
dists is a mistaken idea on the part of some 
of them and a fraudulent misrepresentation 
on those of them who aro possessed of cor- 
rect information on the subject. 

Wo uow present farther testimony on 

the subject from the New York Witness— 
a respectable and wellinformed journal 
ehich has advocated the annexation ot Can- 
ada to the United States, and thorefore is 
free from any imputation of bias against 
the country in which it is published. The 
Witness says : 

Last week we suggested as a subject for seri- 
ous consideration the question why it is that 
farm lands are steac ay depreciating in value ia 
this State, and if anything can be done to make 
farming more profitable and give tho farmers a | 
fairer share of the general prosperity. 

Varming ix, and must always continue to be, | 
the backbone of America’s commerce. The re | 
ort of the State axsessors that the farmers are 
osing ground and being compelled to mortgage ' 
their farms, with an apparent prospect, in many 
cases, of eventually lowing them, through in-

It is a matter of great importance, then, to the 
whole country that the causes of the unsatiafac- 
tory condition of agricultural interests should be | 
clearly perceived, and. as far as posible, re 
moved. 

A shrewd man who is engaged in « large can 
ning business in the northern part of the State, 
and who comes into constant contact with a very | 
large number of capable farmers, says that the | 
trouble this year is over-production. Many 
acres of cabbaces were allowed to rot on the 
stalks because they were not worth one cept s 
head. Potatoes were sod as low as ten cents o 
bushel, and onions fifteen conta. Qoantities of 
both spoiled on the farmers’ hands god had to | 
be buried. Potatoes and cabbages were {rocly | 
fed to the cattle, and that spoiled the butter 
market. Even apples, which are largely raised 
in his section, proved uaprofitable 
their abundance.

A BENEFIT TO COMMERCE. 


What Chicago's Bonrd of Trade Say of the 
Canadian Railways. 

Curcaco, July 15.—Before the Sonate 
Interstate Commerce Committee here to-day 
the report of a special committee of the 
Board of Trade on questions submitted by 
the Senate Committee was read. To the 
question, ‘Do Canadian lines of transporta- 
tion in the United States affect the com- 
mercinl interests of the United States 
favorably?” the reply was: 

“Probably as a whole they affect it fay- 
orably insofar as commerce is fayorably 
affected by haying open to it as many 
channels of trade as possible.” 

‘Tn what maonor does it affect such in- 
terests?” , 

“First by emashing pools and all trafficar- 
Soin pair that have existed between such 
roadsas the Michigan Southernand Michigan 
Central, and second by the equalization of 
freights to points in New England when 
American lines charged exorbitant rates 
under the Insterstate Commerce law. Tho 
Grand Tronk line of Canada was: the 

ioncer in tho dressed beef trade, which be- 
fore they eucouraged it wus continually dis- 
pouraged by American roads in the interests 
of their live sto-k trade and yard commis- 
sioners,”’ 

“Ts traffic originating in the United States 
and which naturally belongs to American 
roads diverted from them by Canadian 
toads.” 

“It has not been except in the aise of per: 
Ishable goods. The Canadian lines were 
among the first to operate transfer elevators 
hore for the preservation of identity and 
the weighing of grain in hoppor scales as 
required by the state law, which law is 
openly defied by some American lines 
gentering hore, Tho Canadian lines 
have won tho larger share of the busi- 
ness from the west by uniformly just 
and equitable treatmont of pevent We do 
not consider any additional legislation no- 
ceasary. No farther restrictions upon the 
commerce betwoon the United States and 
Canada by the water routes should ,bé tole- 
rated, but this committee would recommend 
enforcement of the Interstate Commerce 
Act «and “such laws as rtain to 
the bonded regulation of United States 
nroducta pissing over the great commercial 
tghwayye of Canddu os yul allow them to 
pasé untrammoellod. ‘Te adoption of any 
measures calculated to restrict the trans: 
portation facilities now eujayed by. all will 
in the opinion of the committes bury. in 
oblivion the party that accomplished it,” 

Lhe committee also suggested additional 
logisintion to make it *‘unl »wiul for railway 
corporations to combine for the formation 
of railway associations like the Trank Line, 
Central Traffic, Southwestern and Interstate 
Commerce Railway Association or Railway 
Trusts of any description, believing they 
destroy competition and evade tho law. 
This statement appeared to come wioxpect- 
odly to the Sonate Committoo and created 
somewhat of a sensation. : ¢

A SERVICHALBLE FRUIT DRYER. 
‘iron four inches wide to protect it from 


burning. The slats, which are nailed 
inside to support the trays, are two 
inches apart. The dryer may be made 
of any desired height, from two to four 
feet, the capacity incréasing with, the 
height. he trays upon which the fruit 
is spreud are mere frames of wood, of a 
size to slide easily upon the slats‘of the 
dryer. Eich tray is bottoméd with nar- 
row strips of wood, far onough apart to 
admit hot air and hold the fruit from 
falling through. Galvanized wire net- 
ting would be better but more coatly. 
The dryer has an opening in the top for 
the escape of the vapor-laden hot air, 
and a handle on each side for lifting it. 
The door has two transverse cleats firm- 
ly screwed on the outside, to prevent 
warping. Such a dryer may be made by 
anyone who can use tools with a very 
small outlay for materials.

Pecullar System of Polyandry. 

The most curious of the many remarkable 
customs of the country with which ow 
latest war has brought us in contract i 
polyandry. One of the most recent writer 
on the subject is the Iate Mr. Andrew 
Wilson, who deyotes a chapter of bis work, 
“The Abode of Snow,” to Tibetan polyan 
dry. Polyandry is that species of poly 
gainy in which the wife bas more husband, 
than one, and it prevails wherever thi 
Tibetan language is spoken. Tibetan poly 
andry has the peculiarity that the husbandi 
are all brothers, or, at least, very nearly 
related so that the woman becomcs thé 
wifo of a whole family. It does not appeal 
to be in any way connected with the Tibe- 
tan religion, but to owe its existence to tht 
poverty of the country and the desire t 
limit tho population. It is practiced by 
all classes of the population, rich and poor 
and is only superseeded by polygamy, ot 
multiplicity of wives, where the people 
have been much in contact with Hindom 
or Mabommedans. Mr. Wilson mot a cast 
in which one woman was marriod to sit 
brothers, one of whom was quite a boy, bul 
he thinks in most cases there are only twe 
husbands, not because five or six wery 
objectionable, but becauso familics with 
more than two brothers are not common 
He attributes the fact that the system worki 
peacefully to the calm, unimpassioned 
temperament of the people, who sabordinaté 
of cther interests to thoso of the family 
The children are regarded as scions of tht 
house rather than of any individual mem 
ber of it; all the husbands are treated a 
the fathors of the children, and there is ne 
noticeable differance in the relations of 4 
child to the different fathers. Tho surplus 
women left by the system are provided fos 
in the Lama nunneries, whore they lears 
to read and copy the Tibertan Scriptures, 
and to engage in religious servioos, The 
choice of a wife for tho family is the right 
of the elder brother, and the contract h¢ 


makes involves marriage contracts with al) ) 
tho other brothers, The system is said te 
hiavo” existed ‘in Tibet since prehistori¢ | emploe 
timos, so that its origin {s lost in antiquity. | 


Tho notable ond that it servos is that it 
restrints vovulation in regions whore emit 
a-svion 1s atmneult, and where the means of 
gubaistence cannot ‘be easily increased. 
Captain ‘Turner says that ‘tho influence 
of this custom on the manners of the people | 
has not beon tinfavorable, * To the 
privileges of unbounded liberty the wife 
here adda the character of thistross of the 
family and companion of hor huebands.

THE WEST VIRGINIA FLOODS. 


Later Reports Make the Disaster Grow tu 
Horror—Many Lives Lost 

Parkersuure, W. Va., July 20.—Th 
nows from the flooded district todiy shows 
that buta faint outlide of the story was 
fold in Inst night’s telegrams, and as remote 
districts are heard from it is feared the loas 
to life and property will reach largo pro- 
portions. To-day news from Ravenswood, 
Jackson Co., indicates that at least o doxven 
lives were lost in that locality alone. What 
described as cloudbursat descended 


is a 
tipon the headwaters of Pond Creek and 
two or tliree other small tributaries of the 
Ohio, and the whole surro.nding country 
was swept bare. The list of dead 
is vory incomplete, but at present it is 


known that Edward Blanco, Richard Black 
and wife, Mrs. Thomas Hughes and four 
children and John Lockhart were drowned. 
Thomas Hughes’ house was swept away. 
Hughes managed to save himself, but bis 
wife and children were drowned before his 
cyes. He says the water came down the 
valley of Pond Creek like a wall, as though 
an imiicnse reservoir hind burst asunder,aud 
his house and all his earthly possessions, in- 
cluding his family, were blotted out in a 
winkling. 
The great wave of water struck the house 
of Richard Black, and nota stone remains 
io mark where cit stood. ‘The same thing is 
trio of Edward Blauco’s store and dwelling, 
himseif and wife being drowned, and no 
trace, either of their bodies or residence, 
can be found. Barns Were swept away by 
dozens and iive stock drowned by the hun- 
dred “head. The monetary loss along the 
valley of Pond Greek will reach $50,000 and 
in Jackson Cousty $200,000. This is but 
ono instance of the fury of the storm. Every 
creek and run in the valley was a seething 
forrent, and loss of life and absolute wiping 
out of property is the universal rule. 
The little town of Morristown, at the 
head of Tucker Creck, was almost complete- 
ly obliterated and reports place the loss of 
life there at sixteen. Among the dead aro 
Joo, Jacob and Thos. Koger, three brothers, 
who wore ewept away with their house, 
Martin Lawless was also drowned. Other 
roports of loss of life are constantly coming 
in, but it is impossible to get names as there 
is absolutely no means of communication. 
Many individual losses run into the thous. 
ands, and there are so many of these that 
to enumerate them would be to telograph a 
census of the territory ombraced in the 
valloya of the streama. ‘The total loss may 
reach into the millions,

A TERRIBLE CRASH, 


An Excursion Bont Collides Witha Bridge 
With Patal Results, 
Savannau, Ga, July 20.—The steamer 
St. Nicholas, with 500 colored excursionists 
aboard, ran into the closed drawbridge over 


St. Augustine Creok, four miles south of 
Savannah, at 9% o'clock to-night, de- 
molishing the forward part of 
the steamer, killing two women, and 


injuring 28 men and women, some of whom 
will die, Captain Boulioeau, who command. 
ed tho stoamer, said ho blew a whistle when 
turning into the creek from the Savannah 
River, but tho bridge-tender did not signal 
that tho bridge was closed until it was too 
late to stop the boat. Tho engines were 
backing when the crash came, The forward 
decks were crowded. Tho upper deck was 
carried away and the pilot house and hurri-

TURKEY TO AID AUSTRIA IN THE 
EVENT'OF WAR WITH RUSSIA. 
Gravity of the Situation in Servia—King 
tsoms Bacerfora Civil Cow 


Mictto Ceush the Russians, 

Beruix, July 20. The long vending 
negotiations with the Porte aiming at the 
adhesion of Turkey to the triple alliance 
have finally resulted in an entente, under 
which the Dreibund guarantees to maintain 
tho integrity of Turkish territory in accord- 
ance with the treaty of Berlin. The ques- 
tiou concerning Crete is reserved, Prince 
Bismarck promising to influence Greece not 
to interfere provided farther autonomy ts 
conceded to the Cretans. It is stipulated 
that Turkish troops shall co-operate with 
Austria in Servia and Bulgaria in the event 
of « war with Russia. Tho Sultan recoived 
Count Raidowitz, the Gorman ambassador, 
ou Weduesday, and arranged for the recep: 
tion of Emperor William, whose visit to 
Constantinople depended upon the Porte’s 
con lusion of an entente, The negotiations 
were accelerated by the gravity of the situa- 
tion in Servin. 

A Cabinet council held in Vienna Thurs- 
day dobated whether the time bad come 
for military intervention by Awitria The 
War Minister reported the arming of the 
Sorvian reserves en masse, and tho distribu- 
tion of 350,000 rifles and abundant muni- 
tious furnished by Russia and France, they 
debiting the Servian treasury undef easy 
conditions of deferred payments. Russlan 
oflicers, he said, were engaged in inspecting 
fortresses, barracks and depota in Servia. 
The Minister advocated immediate action, 
Everything was ready to march two army 
corps into Servia, The council declined to 
woit until Count Kalnoky influenced the 
reappearanre of King Milan in Belgrade, 
The partisans of King Milan are eager for a 
civil war to crush the Russians. If it oc- 
curs King Milan will invoke’ Austrian 
assistance and thus give Kalnoky ground to 
interfere.

DEATH RATHER THAN SHAME. 


Sad Komance of Kittic Doane, Whose Boal 
Namets Probably M' Cormick. 

New York, July 22.—A plausible story 
concerning the identity of ‘Kitty Doane,” 
wlio committed suicide ab ‘No, 152 Third- 
avenue on July 13, was told ab the Coroners’ 
ottice yesterday, It seems likely that the 
woman who was buried in an unmarked 
grave in Evergreens Cemetery on Friday was 
Mies Kittie McCormick, a Cleveland., O., girl 

The Cleveland clue was furnished by 
Thomas Reynolds, a young tinsmith employed 
nt Mount Vernon, He is a cousin of the 
MeCormick girl, who is missing, He is not 
positive in his ideutification as yet, and was 
instructed to see Deputy Coroner Jenkins, 
who had chares of the Doane ease. He will 
bring his uncle, of Kingston, Ont, who ia in 
the city, to consult with him, 

Young Reynolds said that about fifteen 
months ago Miwa MeCormick, who was. a 
dressmaker in Cleveland, made the acquaint- 
ance of Williom Kibler, the gengeal agent of 
& sowing toachine house im that city. Miss 
McCormick became infatuated with the man 
despite the objections of the family, who sua 
pected tho sincerity of his motives. Finally, 
it is claimed, Kibler lured ber away from’ her 
home. ‘Chey wore found subsequently livin; 
in Cleveland, the young woman having fit 
rooms there for the. prosecution of her 
trade of dressmaking. (They were next 
heard from in Bulfalo through letters 
which Kitsié wrote to her mother informing 
lier of her whereabouts, “From Bulfalo they 
went to Rochester, then to Montreal, after- 
ward to Ottawa, and finally to Toronto, 
About three months ago they came to New 
York and here Kibler is believed to have de- 
fected the woman, 

Kittie Doane’s description anawera closely to 
that given by young Reynolds. Contirming the 
belief tliat Kittie Doane and Kittie McCort 
tniek are one ond the samo person are theso 
facts: In the trunk of the former were found 
a number of charts and other utensils used 
be dreasnakers and soveral partially 
nade —- dresses. There was also a 
fragment of the envelone of a valentine 
tinarked “From Willie (Kibler) to Kittie 
(MeCormick)." Finally there was a bit of 
hewspaver used to wrap a bundle bearing a 
Rochester date of several months ago, which 
would aveom toindicate that Miss Doane had 
atsome tine lived in that city 

Superintendent Murray recoived o telegrain

Te Taid No Attention to Pistol Shots Toth 
One Killed the Snake, 

“Those knowing folks who ridicule th 
idea that a rattlesnake can charm the biré 
or animal it covets for its dinner don't wan 
to talk tome, after an expericnce Lhads 
fow days ago,” soid Kdward Hlnisdell o 
Hawley, Pa, “I wasalwaysae little skepti 
eal myself on tho power of tiw snake t 
charm, and consequently when | was (aking 
a walk through the woods near Hawley ont’ 
day lust week, and saw a chipmunk sitting 
on a rock and giving no sign that my near 
approach to it disturbed itin the least, the 
thought that the influence of w suake hac 
anything to do with the indifference of the 
little squirfel @as the furthost thing fron 
my mind, although it struck me as being 
singular, the agility with which the chip 
muok makes itself scarce as a person ap 
proaches it being well known to me. 

**Tho squirrel’s side was toward mo, a d 
it was as motionless as ifit had been a pari 
from the rock itself. [twas gazing intently is 
the direction of w log that lay » few feet 
of the rock. LItopped withia less than « 
rod of the rock and watched the chipmunk 4 
moment, I hadmy revolver with me, and 
made up my mind I would soc what th 
effect of a ehot ut the squirrel would be, +) 
fired, not aiming to hit the chipniunk, and 
the bullet furrowed the rock clone by iv 
TLheasquirrel did not move a hair, TI tirec 
agai, but the chipmunk paid not. th 
slightest attention to the noise or the whiz 
of the bullet that struck the rock directly ir 
front of it, I began to think that the little 
animal was dead. I stepped alittle closer 
and got directly behind the squirrel and fired 
a bullet close over its:head and into the log 
The result was startling. Something fell 
from the log and began to thrash around 
among the ferns and low bushes. The chip 
munk started up, rin to and fro on the roch 
ino dazed manner, and thon dodged witt 
its peculiar chirp into its hole off to‘one sid 
of the rock. ITstepped forward to the loy 
to see what was the cause of the disturbanci 
there, and found an enormous rattlesnake 
Tt had been shot through the neck, and wat 
still writhing under the effects of the wound, 
Thad been so taken with the strange con 
duct of the chipmunk that I had not seer 
the snake, which must have been lying ox 
the log, among the moss that covered it, 
in range of my bullet. That tho snake held 
the squirrel under the spell of its fascinating 
powers, which accounted for the chipmunk’s 
indifference to my presence, there can be nc 
doubt. The moment my bullet struck the 
rattlesnake and knocked it from the k4 
the fatal spell was broken, nnd the squirrel, 
recovering in a few seconds from its effects 
was able to escape into its hole. 

‘In that same vicinity, some yéara ago, 
Solomon Purdy, who lived near Hawley, dis 
covered a red squirrel on a log, in a conditior 
similar to the one in which I discovered thi 
chipmunk, He knew the habits of rattle 
snakes, and understood at once what thi 
situation meant. He got his eye on thi 
snake, which was coiled on the end of th« 
log, its head uplifted, and its eyes fairly 
glittering. He shot the snake’s head off 
The squirrel dropped from the log also, 
Purdy went to the spot where the squirre 
had disappeared, He found it lying on thi 
ground dead, although there was not a mark 
of injury upon it.” 


Exploring a Fallacy, 
There is a prevalent impression, based 
upon we know not what traditions of other 
wise medical men and superstitutions o! 
eyer-ignorant old women, that the use of ice 
water asa beverage is always fraught witt 
danger. Weare gratified to observe that 
the editor of the Sanitary Volunteer, th« 
official organ of the New Hampshire Board 
of Health, takes up the cudgels in opposi 
tion to this sweeping denunciation of a drink 
that under proper conditions should be ac 
cepted as delicious and wholesome. He 
says truly that there is a grent deal of senti 
ment and many opinions regarding the use 
of ice-water, that vanish when the light o! 
reason and experience is turned upon them, 
The fac i, that ice-water, drunk slowly and 
in moderato quantities, constitutes a henlth. 
ful and invigorating drink. There is ny 
doubt that ice is o great sanitary agent, and 
every family ought to be provided’ with il 
during the warmer months of the year. Ii 
is true that the inordinate use of ice 
water, orits use under some special condi 
tions and circumstances, is attgnded with 
great danger ; so is improper use of any other 
drink or food. The assumption that iced 
water is dangerous, ond that iced tea, or 
iced coffee, or iced Iemonade isa barmlest 
substitute, is simply o delusion; As the 
source of danger feared by some is the de 
gree of cold, we fail to sce clearly how fla 
yor modifies the effect of temperature. 
There are some ind.viduals, undoubtedly, 
who cannot drink ice-water without injury, 
and who ought never to use it, but to a great 
majority of persons it is refreshing and 
healthful. Its use, temperate and discreet, 
is inno way to be condemned, which cannot 
be said of some of its substitutes. —American 
Analyst.

There never was a time in the history of 
Canada when the sage counsel contained in 
the homely aphorism, ‘*Be sure you're 
right, then go ahead,” could be more profit- 
ably utilized than at present. The agita- 
tion which has been raised anent the 
Jesuits’ Estates bill has not been shown to 
be right in law. No court has decided 
that the Legislature of Quebec exceeded its 
powers in passing the Act in question oF 
that it was a matterof other than provin- 
cial concern. On the contrary, the Do~ 
minion Government have decided, and Par” 
Tiament, by an enormous majority— which 
included all the eminent lawyers, with one 
exception, who have seats in the lower 
house—has decided that the legislation was 
entirely of local concern and within the 
powers of the Legislature. 

And yet the agitation, withouta decision 
on legal or constitutional grounds to sanc- 
tion it, has been kept up. Would not it 
have been much wiser for those who have 
honestly taken part in it—we use the word 
“honestly” in this connection to separate 
those who conscieniously believe that the 
decisions of the Government end of Parlia- 
ment were erroneous or actuated by politi- 
cal motives, from the knaves who are using 
tho agitation for political effect—to have 
endeavored to obtain the decision of a com- 
petent tribunal, after a fair expression of 
public opinion had been obtained ? 

As it is, they are arousing amongst the 
Roman Catholics in Quebec a spirit which 
it may not only prove ditticult to allay, but 
which may have a most unwelcome effect 
{n the future. Those people, with the de- 
cision of the Government and that of the 
House of Commons to sustain their belief, 
may woll imagine that an attempt is being 
made vo curtail their rights, and the conse- 
quence may be, as predicted by the Week, 

which recently prophesied concerning the 
French Canadians undersuch circumstances; 


Ax citizens. they will become less loyal, as 
religionists they will become wore fanatical, 
They will re these attacks as the perseou 
tions of another race and another faith; and 
they will ciiog more closely to the traditions of 
their race and the tenets of their faith. If 
we desired that Quebec should be for wvera 
“Now France,” and not a portion of the Cana 
dian Dominion, we should help onward this agi 
tation. If wo derire to o mnsolidate toe Koman 
Catholic Church in Quebec, to make it dearer 
to the hearta of its people, to set op a barrier 
against the reception of biblical truth anda 
larger religious and human liberty, then we 
should help forward this agitation. For un

THE ART OF CROCHETING, 


| An tntroduction to the Stitches at the 


Foundation af the Art. 

Orocheting is pretty generally under- 
stood, says the Youths Companion, but 
there are many to WhOm tho art fe still a 
mystery. For thesy this article js print 
ed. In crocheting hold your needle and 
Wool aa lightly ns possible. Hold your 
neédle in your right hand, but keep it 
free from everytiilng @lse; do not even 
allow the fogers of Unis hand to reat 
upon the work. Do not woar tight 
sleeves or finger-rings; bave your arms 
free, Do not wind the wool—uee it from 
the skein; but if you must wind it, do 
not make it into a ball, but wind it soft 
ly apd lightly from the thumb to the 
little. finger of the left hand, The 
stitches here explained are the ‘‘funda- 
mentals,” anda girl having become eff 
clent Jo them may then move on to the 
more difficult branches of the art 

No. 1. Tue Crary,—Twist the’ end

Evon Ge - 
many is endeavoring to raise it, But the 
greatest efforts to extend cultivation of taba 
oco aro being made in the Kast Indies. 
Both the soil and the climate of the great 
islands near the Asiztic coast are admirably 
adapted to the weed, and it has long been 
successfully grown there, but not until re- 
cently have attempts been made to produce 
jt en such a lapge gosle. ioth the Dutch 
and the Kaglish are heavily intorested, and 
the industry is not conducted by small 
farmere, as in Kentucky, but by great con - 
panies on immonse plantations, working a 
thousand or more coolles and Malays.

A Grit Paradise Collapses, 
(Londen Free Press.) 

Thoso Canadians who wore attracted to 
Kansas City a yoar or two ago by the 
**boom ” may now have cause to regret the 
step. The prosperity of that city has col- 
lapsed in a disastrous manner; business 
of all kinds isin a dopressed stato, and mort- 
gage foreclosures ocoupy almost as much 
public attention now as the list of real es 
tate transfers did in the days when the 
boom was on. The Topeka, Kan,,Capital, 
after a thorough investigation of affairs io 
Kansas City, declares that thore existe in 
that city ‘the most disastrous business 
depression that has been brought upon any 
western city in the past fifteon years. 
Stagnation isthe rule in all branches, of 
business. There are 580 empty business 
houses, 3,900 vacant residences, and 2,000 
offics rooms waiting for tenants, Ib is 
believed that fully 400 residences wore 
vacated in the month of June alone by 
mechanics and professional men who were 
compelled to leave the city on account of 
dull times. Real estate is a drug on the 
markot. Much of it is mortgaged for more 
then it willbring to day, Foreclosures are 
so frequent that the Kansas City Globe issues 
a supplement each day for the publication 
of notices of foreclosure sales, In one issue 
there wero forty-nine such notices, and itis 
a frequent occurrence for twenty foreclosure 
proceedings to be begun in a single day, In 
the last six months over 600 mortgages 
have been foreclosed. The depression is 
so great that the principal streets are 
thronged withidle men. It is estimated 
that at least 8,000 men are unable to find 
employment. The moral of all this is ob- 
vious.

TREATED AS DR. CRONIN WAS. 


The Body of an Agcd Physician Foundina 
Clacinnatl Sewer, 

Orxeinnati, Jaly 27.—The body of Col. 
E. Jones, familiarly known as Col. 
Jones, was found this morning in a manhole 
not far from his residence, murdored und 
robbed. ‘The'colonel was in his 77th year, 
but was active as a man of 60. He had al- 


ways had an inclination to military 
life, and kept it up by holding a 
connection with the Ohio National 
Guard, serving o long time as Sur. 


‘eon of the First Regiment, Governor Fora- 
er, who was his neighbor, appointed bim 
& member of his statf as Surgeon-General. 
He had been active in publio atfairs, serving 
often in the Municipal Council, and had be- 
sides held several ottices under appointment 
from the General Government, He was 
perhaps more widely known in Cincinnati 
than any other citizen. 
Dr. Jones left his house about 3.30 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon, wearing no coat, his 
feet in slippers and went in the direction of 


his stables. He asked what time it 
was, though wearing his watch. 
That was the last seen of him 
alive. The family did not becoine alarmed 


until night, and then prosecuted their search 
qietly until yesterday, when notice was 
given to the police. During theiday a trail 
of blood was discovered opposite the Doc- 
tor’s stablo in Cometery-street, and being 
followed was traced to Park avenue, thence 
south two or three squares to the junction 
of Cypress-strect and Francis-lane, where, 
on the grass, was quite a pool of blood. 

It was here ina manhole of the sewer 
that the body wasfound this morning. It 
was wrpped in a horse blanket, or rather 
sewo up, so that it was drawn out by 
means of « rope fastened around it by o 


man who had been lowered for that 
purpose, The body had been doubled 
up compactly, as if for convenience 


in carrying, ond it is apparont that the 
trail of blood was that which trickled from 
his wounds as his murderer carried him to 
the place where be thought to conceal for- 
ever the trace of his crime, for he hoped 
the water wovld car y the body into the 
river. It was found that the Doctor's gold 
watch and his money were gone, 

Charles Bligh, the doctor's colored ser: 
vant, woe arrested this evoning at Madison. 
ville, U., and brought here. He made o 
full confession. Bligh says Dr. Jonos 
found fault with his work Thursday aftor- 
noon and cursed him and struck him 
with alittle stick. Bligh became apaty; 
andas the Doctor paused him he picked 
up an oak stick usc! in baling hay and 
with both hands strusk hon the back of 
the head. ‘I'he doctor {..! speechless, but 
was not dead. Bligh proovoded with his 
work until 6.30 o'clock, wheu he got a sack 
und put the doctor's body in it. 
He’ was breathing and drew up 
his legs, so that the murderer had no 
difficulty in getting the body in the sack 
He then tied it up witha hitching strap 
and went into the house and got his supper. 
About 10 o'clock ho took the sack on his 
shoulders and carried it down Park-avenue 


to the manhole, Two persons were 
ahead of him, but he kept out 
of their way. He Inid the sack 
down on the grass while ho took off 
tho iron covering of the manhole, and threw 
the body in, covered up the manhole, and 
went back to Col. Jones’ house. The noxt 


day he worked as usual till afternoon, when 
they told him he needn't work any more 
Bligh declares hedid not tako Col. Jones’ 
watch or money, but this part of his atory 
is not believed.

Why not Ask for Repoal? 

There is one singular aspect of the 
Jesuit Bill agitation to which the Belleville 
INTELLIGENCER has properly calledattention 
A number of Liberals profess to look upon 
the measure as one fraught with danger, 
and as one that should not’ remain on the 
statute books of Quebec—yet they have not 
made a single effort to have it repealed. 
The Premier, Mr, Mercier, who framed and 
introduced the measure, is one of the lead- 
ere of their party, and in the Quebec Logis! 
lature he hasa majority at his back. If 
the Globe and other Liberals are sincere in 
their opposition to the bill, why do they 
not appealto Mr Mercier and their friends 
in’ Quebec to repeal it? Surely these 
Liberals, including the chief organ of the 
party, have some influence with their con 
frere in Quebec. Surely they have as much 
influetioe with them as with their political 
opponents. Yet they have devoted their 
whole attention to Sir Joh Macdonald and 
have not said a word, haye not made an 
appeal, to Mr, Morcier. 

Lf these Liberals were sincere they would 
not have waited for thin course’ to have 
been pointed out to thom. But by adopt- 
ing that courae they would nof be leading 
an attack on Sir John Macdonald, and that 
is their element, It is party capital they 
want tomake. If it isnot, letthem direct 
their attention to Mr. Mercier and make an 
earnest effort for the repeal of the bill they 
profesa to believe to be so obnoxious.—

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ELEMENTARY FACTS,

Another old citizen vociferously asserted 
that ‘John’ A.” voted the money to the 
Jesuits ont of the funds of the Dominion, 
and refused to hear anything to the con- 
trary. 

The parties in question are politicians of 
many years’ experience, and men of intelli- 
gence, who read much. Verily, passion 
and prejudice have worked so strangely in 
the minds of some people as to set reason 
at naught. 

It may appear strange to the gentlemen

* namely : 

1. The Jesuit bill has nothing to do with 
the exclusion of the English language from 
the public schools in Ontario. That is a 
matter which is under the control of the 
Government of Ontario, 

2. The ‘Jesuit bill” is an act of the Leg- 
islature of Quebec, which was reserved for 
the decision of the Governor-General in 
Council as to its constitutionality. 

3. The question upon which Parliament 
decided was the right of Quebec to pass that 
bill—not on the merits of the bill. 

4, The money was voted by the Legisla- 
ture of Quebec and will, of course, come 
out of the treasury of that province.

Tt is startling to hear Mr. Gladstone talk 
thus coolly of being against bis party, or his 
party against bim Bat itistrue; nobody 
knew how true tall Thursday afternoon. He 
spoke to an almost wnbrokey accompani- 
ment of Tory cheers; his own party sat 
of ent or noirly silent. Tt was anworthy of 
them; it wae not fool politic # or good sense 
or good feeling. ‘lhoy justify their attitude 
on the ground that the Opposition frout 
bench _is divided on this question of 
Royal grants. No doubt it is divided, 
Mr, John Morley has broken 
from the political louder who has 
made hins what he is in politics, Sir 
William Harcourt is straddling the fence, 
which threatens to break beneath bis 
weight. There are others whose deference 
to popular projudice and passion proves 
stronger than their loyalty to Mr, Glad- 
stone. Thoy might beall driven into the 
sea and nobody would much miss them, 
yolitically speaking. While Mr. Gladstone 
Paki he is the Opposition, There is none 
other. The strenuth of Liberalism Hes in 
his loins, not elsewhere; and if Liberal poli- 
ticians understood their position they would 
fol'ow him on this as on other questions, 
Butthey are in full revolt «gainst him. 

I hepe that they liked their new leader on 
tl bifmdas night. Mr, Labouchere is their 
now teatler, and m lancholy indeed was the 
spectacle of hisleadership. He has wrought 
long and played bis gamo low down for this 
opportunity. No matter by what arts he pro- 
cured it, the opportunit was such as comos 
but seldom in a lifetime. It was a great 
iightin the House of Commons, Public 
expectation was high; the question 
one on which évery section of the 
Knglish people feols strongly. The House 
was thre nged on the tloor, and in 
the galleries were peers, Ambassadors, 
the American Minister—who ought to 
bo an ambassador, buc is not—and other 
distinguished outsiders looked down upon 
the scone. There was everything to stimu- 
late a man to do his hest ; everything ,to 
leud splendor to triumph, and everything to 
enlianee tho bittoriess of the failure which 
Mr. Labouchere actually achieved. He 
spoke for nearly an hourand a half. The 
idle listened at first in cager expectation ; 
then attention relaxed; then during tho 
body of the speech arose that dreaded hum 
of general talk which half drowns the voice 
of a speaker who casnot hold the House, 
He was Inborious, confused and dull. 

Tf,” said a distinguished Liberal, ‘*Mr, 
Labouchere does not understand that he is 
here to amuse us, he had better go away,” 
His effort to be serious was fatal to him 
All bis ingenuity, his undoubted abilities, 
his mastery of business, his reputation for 
shrewdness, went for nothing “in the 
presence of an emergency which demanded 
really great powers, He became amusing 
for a few minutes at the end, but he 
sat down undor the conciousness that he had 
thrown away his chance. His labored 
eulogy on the Queen and his Isbored pro- 
fession of loyalty to Mr. Gladstone rang 
eqn lly hollow. Hach sounded like a last 
desparate attempt to redeem a hopeless

Mr. Giadstone’rose, and the atmosphere 
changed with his first half-doren sentences, 
Mr. Smith Lad opened the debate with » 
speech, which, if not brilliant, was businéss- 
Ike, sensible and in the right tone, With 
those who followed the debate had gone 
down into vulgarity. Mr. Gladstone lifted 
it to a level which no other man now in the 
House over reaghos; nor be always. It was 
a speech of perfect dignity and of beayty, 
unmarred by a single flaw. Hardly once 
Was he cheered by hix own party. Itis the 
first time that Mr. Gladstono has spoken to 
t- emusic of Lory applause 

The Tories, the next night, found them- 
selves cheering another orator from whom 
of late they have withheld ,their voicos, 
Lord Randolph Churchill His speech and 
Mr. Gladatone’s were the two spece -s of 
the debate, Hach in his own way delighted 
the. House,, ‘It is Disraeli over ayain,” 
said an old member, of Lord Randolph. No 
doubt thére is a similarfty of style, but 
Lord Randolph is too individual to imitate 
anybodys «He spoke with humor, aod 
with good humor -~ perhaps tho most 
éffectual -way .of dosling with oppon- 
ents inthe House, He invited Mr. Brad- 
laugh not.to lect ire the Tory party so much. 
Ho sent shaft after shaft of ridicule through 
Mr. Storey, Mr, Picton and others of their 
kind. He defined Mr. Labouchere as a 
Cheap Jack, Republican, a remark which 
defines about all the republicaniam there is 
in this country. But the substance of his 
specch was argumentative, weighty, fully 
informed; o defe;sce of the Government 

Jproposal far stronger than any member or 
ally of the Government has made, though 
Mr. Goschen spoke and Lord Hartington 
spoke.

Cuicaco, July 29.—The 100th anniver- 
sary of the storming of the bastile was cole- 
by the socialistic anarchistic so- 
cietios of this city yesterday. It was prac. 
tically a jubilee day for anarchists. Mrs. 
Parsons, widow of the leader of the Hay‘ 
market massacre, made an incendiary

The people must arise 
and—bear me—they will rise, and they will 
storm and capture those bastiles, and they 
wlll boar the headsof those devils, those capi- 
talists, on the top of pike-staffs (vociferous 
applause.) ‘They presume to rule by tho 
divine right of the rifleand the Gatling 
gun, the noose and the prison, but they have 
‘no ‘such divine right, You must seize those 
rifles and those Gatling guns, destroy the 
gallows and storm the prisons.

Captain Shepard a Report.
